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VI. Several Experiments about giving Variety of 
Tin&wes to Water, 8cc, Communicated to 
the Royal Society by the Right Honourable, 
Sir Rob, Southwell, K P. R.S. 

F^OR Red, Tinttura. Refarum Six Spoonfuls. 
For a higher Red, Syrupm Florum Punkorum, One 
Spoonful j either of thefe to be mixed with Five of ordi- 
nary Water. 

For Violet, One Spoonful of Syrup of Violets to Five 
Spoonfuls of Water. 

Then to change the Rofe Colour into High Green, 
R Oleum Tartari per deliquium, wafti herewith the infide 
of the Glafs, leaving a tew Drops at the bottom, and 
then pour in the laid Rofe Tinfture, and it will change. 

To make the High Red Black. 

Diflblve half the Bignefs of a Walnut of Sal Armoniack 
in a Glafs of Water, pour all out but Three or Four 
Drops in the Bottom, if the (aid Red be put hereinto, 
it turns as Black as ink. 

To make the Violet Red. 

Waih the Glafs with the Spirit of Vitriol in manner 
aforefaid, and pour therein your Violet Water, 

To make Red Wine Tettow as Sack. 

Steep in White Wine, Brazil Wood 14 Hours, or 
elfe in ordinary Water, till it looketh Red, and pour in 
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the fame time into a Glafc, waflied with Vinegar, it 

grows pre(ently Yellow. 

To make this Tellow White. 

R Styrax Calami/a and Benjamin half an Ounce of 
each, Pulverize u and deep u in Four Ounces of Aqua 
Fit<z, of woich a few Drops will turn the Liquor 
White. 

Note r This maketh the Lac Firgims for the common. 
Wafli. 

Wafbhg with clear Water, to make the Hands and 
Face Black. 

Beat Galls into very fine Powder, and Q.rew it very 
Well and rowl it up and down into a Towel, then into 
a Bafon of Water, throw fome Roman Vitriol, which 
will foon difiblve, and after the Party hath wam'd 
therein, it being clear and without fmell, as loon as they 
wipe into the Towel all the Skin grows Black. 

But in fome Days, warning it with Soap, it will come 
off* 

To renew the Lujlre of Cbrifial, 

Boyi your Chryftal in Fair Water, for a quarter of 
an Hour, and to a Proportion of Six Quarts of Wa- 
ter, add one Quart of Brandy Wine, letting the fame 
continue to boyl half an Hour more ; then take it out, 
and with the lame Liquor rub it all over throughout, 
with a Bruin $ and then dry it with a clean warm Nap- 
kin, 
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Mn, rubbing it in every part, and it will regain its for- 
mer Luftre. 

To make the Hair grow. 

Take the Roots of Burdock, or what they call Cuc- 
kold-Burs, which (tick on the Cloths, of the largeft Size 
in December ; Boyl thern in French Whicewine Eight 
Fingers high, till half be confumed : WaOi the Head 
herewith, being warm'd at Night, and it makes the 
Hair come out, in cafe the Roots be good. 

An Other. 

Make a Lye of the Allies of Vines, and warn the Head 
therewith, being Warm. 

To hinder the Hairs from falling. 

Put of the faid Vine- Ames, in Red Wine of France, 
and then filter all, and with that Liquor walh the Head 
warm. 

Memorandum, The Powder of Hermodattiles ufed in 
the Hair, as common Powder, does the same thing. 

Pour faire du feu bleu.

Cela fait, prenez de I'eau de vie 
forte > meslez y de la poudre a canon en farine, tant que 
tout jah en conjifieme dune houill & frottez en lez mef- 
ches avec un pinieceau,& efpardez encor de£us % de la poudre 
en farine, Ainfi on laijfe le tout fecber & il [era prepare 
a I'ufage. 



VII. An Account of a very large Eel y lately 
caught at Maldon in EfTex ; with fome Con- 
fiderations about the Generation of Eels 9 by 
Mr. Dale. 

TO meet with Accounts and Defcriptions of very 
large Congers or Sea-Eales, is not a thing rare 
or uncommon, among the Writers of Natural Biflory, 
and, among the reft, "the Learned and moft Ingenious 
Mr. John Ray, my very good Friend and Neighbour, in 
his Ichfhyegraphia, pag. 1 1. defcribes it to be a very large 
Fife, in thefe Words, Pi fits eft longijfimtu, quatuor vel 
quinqne Cubitorumlongitud'tnem non raro attingens, & fe- 
moris humani crajfitiem £quans. Confonant to which, 
Aldrovandus Lib. de Pifc. P. 134. faith, S<epe in qua- 
tuor mt quinque Cubit orum longitudinem excrefcit ; and 
for Weight, Salvianus writes, Non major es fe vidiffe 
quam trighta librarum .•, Near to which Weight, Mr. 
Daniel, an Apothecary of Colchefter^ lately told me of 
one ( if I mi£ remember not) that amounted to %y or 
1 8 Pounds. But if we may believe what Eudoxus 
writes, fome are of a prodigious Magnitude j for he in 
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
